-|NEW CRISIS CAUSED BY 
DESTRUCTION OF THREE 
AMERICAN STEAMERS 


Definite and Aggressive Action by President as 
Result Appear to Be Certain—He 
Confers With Daniels. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—New and 
aggressive action to protect American 
shipping against German submarines 
appears certain as a result of yester- 
day’s reports of the sinking of three 
unarmed American merchantmen with 
possible loss of American lives. 

President Wilson made another per- 
sonal visit to the State, War and Navy 
Building this afternoon, and there are 
other outward indications that some 
new definite action is impending. 

President Wilson conferred with Sec- 
retary Daniels, it is understood, about 
the issue of $150,000,000 in bonds for 
hurrying naval construction because of 
national emergency. This was not of- 
ficially confirmed, however. 

Calling of Congress into extra session 
before April 16 is a possibility, but Pres- 
ident Wilson is understood to have other 
courses in contemplation. 

With American ships already being 
armed, the most probable step would 


| be an active campaign to clear sub- 
| marines out of the shipping lanes. There 


appears to be no plan to have cha 
United States enter the war in the sense 
that the European nations have entered 
it. The fact that some American ships 
are on the other side o fthe ocean un- 
armed is a factor in the situation, and 
as large warships are ineffective against 
submarines, the problem for the Gov- 
ernment is to get small submarine chas- 
ers. Most of the American fleet is 
needed at home to guard against opera- 
tion of German submarines in American 
waters. 

There seems to be no doubt that steps 
to supplement arming of American ships 
will be taken and the only question is 
whether the President will take such 
steps on his own responsibility, or wait 
for Congress to grant specific authority. 
Secretary Lansing was called to the 
White House by President Wilson early 
today and they discussed the policy of 
the Government. 

Many Senators and Representatives 
who remain in Washington today ex- 
pressed the opinion that the German 
submarines’ latest acts constitute a 
clear cause for war.

LAWYER CALLED OFTEN 

Witness Says She Never Saw 

Mrs. Nolker Intoxicated; More 
Depositions Filed. 


The celebrated divoro uit of Robert 
E. Nolker against Mrs. Pearl Elizabeth 
Hyman Nolker went to trial this morn- 
ing’ before Circuit Judge Cave, after 
many chapters of their exciting married 
life had been made public in depositions 
taken since the son of a wealthy brew- 
ery family filéd his petition last May. 
Simultaneously Mrs. Nolker’s deposition 
was filed, in which she gave much 
sprightly testimony about the details of

In her deposition Mrs. Nolker said she 
had made her husband her ideal, but 
found out he was “no place near that 
position, and made no effort to attain 
it.“ No man of mentality, she said, 
would have done what he attempted: To 
destroy the girl he married. She said 
that her purpose was to help all she 
could, and that shte would have jumped 
in the river to assist him. I wanted 
to make him a man of value,“ she con- 
tinued, “but it was impossible, on ac- 
count of his disposition. He would 
not talk and he could not read. I could 
not sway the man. I could not influ- 
ence him by affection, or by force of 
conversation. 


Saved 99000 of Allowance. 
Mrs. Nolker at the deposition hearing 


was asked whetlier, during her second 
visit to Paris, Nolker did not send her 
an express money order for $19,000. She 
replied that she did not remember the 
exact sum, but that she lived comfora- 
bly in Paris, with a French maid, and 
saved $9000 out of her allowance. She 
said that Nolker deposited $150 to her 
credit every month; but that she did 
not touch the money.

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23 MEN MISSING 
FROM 3 AMERICAN 
SHIPS TORPEDOED 


City of Memphis, Vigilancia and 
Illinois Sent to the 
Bottom. 


CREW OF ONE ALL SAFE 
Vigilancia Had No Warning and 


Attacking Submarine Was 
Not Seen. 


LONDON, March 19.—Twenty-three 
men from the sunken American steam- 
ers City of Memphis and Vigilancia are 
still missing. The crew of the Illinois 
was landed safely. 

The City of Memphis, in ballast from 


Cardiff for New York. was sunk by 
submarine gunfire at 5 p. m. Saturday. 

The Illinois, from London for Port 
Arthur, Tex., in ballast, was sunk at 8 
o' clock Sunday morning. 

The Vigilancia was torpedoed with- 
Gut warning. The submarine did not 
appear. The captain, first and second 
mates, first, second and third engineers 
and 28 of the crew have been landed at 
the Scilly Islands. The fourth engineer 
and 13 men are missing. 

Capt. Borum Missing. 

Capt. Borum and eight men who 
formed the complement of his boat are 
among those missing from the City of 
Memphis. Four of the eight sailors are 
Americans. The boat was picked up et 
10 o’clock Sunday morning empty and 
it is hoped that its eccupants were res- 
cued either by a patrol boat or by a 
vessel carrying no wireless and landec 
at some out-of-the-way port. 

The survivors say the captain’s bout 
becarne separated from the others about 
1 o’clock on Sunday morning. 

The City of Memphis had 38 persons 
aboard. The steamer carried no guns. 
She was equipped with wireless, but did 
not use it after the submarine appeared. 
The -survivors say the weather was 
Squally and there was a heavy south- 
west wind. The vessel had the Stars 
and Stripes painted on both sides. When 
she encountered the submarine the Ger- 
man commander ordered the captain to 
leave his ship within 15 minutes.

The Illinois, a tank ship, was owned 
by the Texas Ol!

There were 16 Americans on board. in- 
clucing ali officers and eight members 
of the crew. Her entire crew consisted 
of 3% men. He home port was New 
York. Her gross tonnage was 5225. 


City of Memphis Sunk by Gunfire, 
Says Consul Frost. 
WASHINGTON, March 19,—The fol- 
lowing dispatch undated from Consul 
Frost at Queenstown, was given out 

today: 

“Thirty-three survivors City of 
Memphis do not include Capt. L P.

PARIS, March 19.—The German line 


still is in retreat over a section which 
represents almost one-fifth of the vast 
front from Switzerland to the sea, close- 
ly pressed by the French and British. 
French troops, advancing with the pre- 
cision of a machine along a 4-mile 
front, hdve reoccupied important towns 
and many square miles of territory, ac- 
complishing this at small cost to them- 
selver go carefully nas every detail of 
the advance been thought out. 


War Office today said that the French, 
closely following the retiring Germans, 
reoccupied Guiscard last night and at 
several points reached the railroad 
stretcheing from Ham to Nesle, Troops 
were pushed along the national road to 
St. Quentin. Guiscard is a short dis- 
tance northwest of Noyon. 


War Office Statement. 
The statement follows: 
Last night small detachments of 
troops which were holding the enemy in 
close contact continued their forward 
march without check. 
“East of Nes:e-some of thesé detach- 
ments reached several points on the 
railroad between Ham and Nesle. North 
of Noyon we bave occupied Guiscard 
and our patrols have advanced along 
the national road to St. Quentin. 
“No less than 100 villages and ham- 
lets have been occupied by us in the 
past three days. Many of these places 
have been devastated and ruthlessly pil- 
laged by the enemy. 
“Thousands of inhabitants who could 
not be sent back by the Germans came 
forward to welesome our soldiers, 
“In the Argonne, near ,Harazee, we 
‘aetfPered--a” surprise attack “art” took 
more prisoners. 

“On the left bank of the river Meuse 
yesterday evening, after a violent bom- 
bardment upon the front between Avo- 
court and Dead Man hill, German forces 
delivered a strong attack upon our posi- 
tions between these two points. Our 
curtain of fire and the fire of our ma- 
chine guns broke the waves of this as- 
sault along the greater portion of the 
front attacked before it was possible for 
the enemy to reach our line, and result 
ed in the infliction of heavy losses. Near 
hill 80 and in the outskirts of the Avo- 
court wood, where some detachments of 
the enemy were successful! in peénetrat- 
ing our lines over a distance of 20 me- 
ters, there was a spirited hand-to-hand 
engagement. As a result of this fight- 
ing the enemy was driven back from a 
portjon of the advanced positions they 
had occupied. 

620 Square Miles Regained. 

Tomorrow or the day efter, two en- 
tire French departments, those of the 
Owe and Aisne, will be ilberated from 
the German invader, according to re- 
ports from the fighting front. The total 
territory iow regained is roughly ca- 
culated at 60 square miles. The natur- 
of the ground over which the Germans 
retreated was almost all against them 
and they were harried by cavalry, which 
is now being used in force for the first 
time since the battle of the Marne.

Cnar Renounces Throne. 

“By an act dated from Pskov; 
March 15, Emperor Nicholas re- 
r.ounced the throne for himself and 
the hereditary Grand Duke Alexis 
Nikolaievitch, in favor of Grand 
Duke Michael Alexanderovitch. In 
reply to a notification which was 
made to him of this act, Grand Duke 
Michael Alexanderovitch, by an act 
dated Petrograd, march 16, in turn 
renounced assumption of supreme 
power until the time when a constit- 
vent assembly, created on the basis 
ot universal suffrage, should have 
established a form of government 
and new fundamental laws of Rus- 
sia. 


“By this act Alexanderovitch in- 
vited the citizens of Russia, pending 
« definite manifestation of the na- 
tional will, to slbmit to the author- 
ity of the provisional Government 
constituted on the initiative of the 
Duma, which holds full power. The 
composition of the provisional Gov- 
ernment and its political program 
have been published and transmitted 
to foreign countries. 

This Government, which assumes 
power at the moment of the greatest 
external and internal crisis which 
Russia has ever known, is fully con- 
scious of the immense responsibility 
it incurs.” It will apply itself first 
to repairing the overwhelming errors 
bequeathed to it by the past, to in- 
suring order and tranquility in the 
country, and finally, to preparing

| Russia’s Notice to World of New 
Regime and Its Stand by Allies 


OLLOWING is the text of the message sent by the new Foreign 
Minister, Prof. Paul Miliukoff, to the Russian diplomats abroad: 


PETROGRAD, March 19.

“In the domain of foreign policy 
the Cabinet, in which I am charged 
with the portfolio of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, will remain mind- 
ful of the international engagements 
entered into by the fallen regime 
and will honor Russia’s word. We 
shall carefully cultivate relations 
which unite us to other friendly and 
allied nations and we are confident 
that these relations will become even 
more intimate. More solid, under 
the new. regime established in Rus- 
sia, which is resolved to be guide 
by the democratic principles of re- 
spect due to the small and gien: 
nations, to the liberty of their Je 
velopment and to good understand- 
ing among nations. 

Faithful to Her Allies. 

But the Government cannot for- 
get for a single instant the grave 
external circumstances in which it 
assumes power. Russia did not will 
the war which has beerdrenching 
the world with blood for nearly three 
years. But, victim of premeditated 
aggression prepared long ago, she 
will continue, as in the past, to 
struggle against the spirit of con- 
quest of a predatory race which has. 
aimed at being an intolerable 
hegemony over its neighbors and 
subjecting Europe to the shame of 
domination by Prussian militarism. 
Faithful to the pact which unites 
her indissolubly to her glorious allies 
Russia is resolved, like them, to as- 
sure the world at all costs an era 
of peace among the nations on the 
basis of stable national organization 
guaranteeing respect for right and 
justice. She will fight by their side 
against the common enemy until the 
end, without cessation and without 
faltering. 

“The Government of which I form 
& part will devote all its energy to 
preparation of victory and will ap- 
ply itself to the task of repairing as 
quickiy as possible the errors of the 
past, which hitherto have paralyzed 
the aspirations and the self-sacrifice 
of the Russian people. I am firmly 
convinced that the marvelous enthu- 
siasm which today animates the 
whole nation will multiply its 
strength 10 times and hasten the 
hour of the final triumph of a regen- 
erated Russia and her valiant allies.

WASHINGTON, March  19.—Official 
news of the abdication of Czar Nicholas 
of Russia for himself and his son and 
indications that the Korkingmen’s Com- 
mittee was opposing monarchy of any 
sort and demanding a social republic, 
were reported to the State Department 
today in a cablegram from Mmbassador 
Dated March 17. 

Officials were deeply interested in the 
reference to the workingmen’s demand 
because danger to Russia’s further * 
forts in the war has been felt to lie as 
much in extreme radicalism as in coun- 
ter-revolution by the court party. Later 
unofiicial dispatches have indicated that 
a compromise has been reached, be- 
tween the Duma and the workingmen. 
A paraphrase of Ambassador Francis’ 
dispatch follows: 

“Official promulgation made of abdica- 
tion of Emperor and King for himself 
and son. Vigorous prosecution of war 
advocated and fear expressed domestic 
trouble may affect unfavorably. 

“Foreign Office staff has recognized 
Milukoff. Emperor's brother reported 
would accept throne. if Russia desires, 
and would carry out its duties under 
popular government. Workingmen's 
committee still denounces monarchy and 
demands social republic. Quiet prevails 
today. No troubles throughout the whole 
of Russia.

Berlin Reports Evacuation of Wide 
Sector on French Front. 

BERLIN, March w. dy wireless to 
Sayville-—Evacuation of. territory over 
a wide sector on the French front, ex- 
tending from Arras to the Aisne River, 
is announced by the War Office today. 

Several lines of French trenches over 
an extent of 500 yards in one sector and 
800 yards in another on the Verdun front 
were stormed yesterday by the Ger- 
mans. Nearly 500 French prisoners were 
taken. 

The statement reads: 

„Western front—During the last few 
days a strip of land between the dis- 
trict of Arras and the Aisne has been 
systematically evacuated by us. The 
strategic movements were prepared long 
ago and were carried out without being 
disturbed by the enemy, who followed 
in only a hesitating manner. Our pro- 
tecting troops, by perspicacious and en- 
ergetic conduct, cast a vell over the 
abandonment of the positions and the 
departure of our troops. In the aban- 
doned district the means of communi- 
cation useful to the enemy have been 
destroyed. A part of the population, 
provided with food for five days, was 
left. 

‘Yesterday, near the coast of the Ar- 
tois front and on both banks of the 
Meuse, there was lively fighting activity. 

In the afternoon companies frequent- 
ly tested regiments stormed in the south- 
eastern part of Melancourt Wood and 
on the east slope of Hill 4 (Verdun 
region), several lines of French trenches 
on fronts of 500 and 800 meters, and 
Lrought back eight officerg, 485 men and 
several machine guns and mine throwers.

Great Crowd Prays at Evening 


Before Kasan Cathedral, 
Where Revolution Began.

PETROGRAD, March 18, via London, 
March 19.—Before the Kasan cathedral. | 
where the revolution began and the first , 
red flag fluttered, the greatest throng | 
of people I ever saw gathered last eve 
ning to consecrate the Russian republic 
The people came on foot from even the | 
farthest part of the city. Automobiles 
had scattered the news that the empire 
was beginning a new regime, and with- | 
out waiting to be called, the people 
turned toward the historic spot with its 
great amphitheater with its stage. 6 

The Nevsky Prospekt was packed with 
silent people, for the first time in their 
lives unpoliced yet in perfect order, 
while the soldizrs whose revolt upse: | 
the Government marched slowly through | 
to the cathedral. Parting the crowd two 
officers held high the symbol of the 
fight for liberty, bringing vividly to 
mind that just a week ago the bare 
sabcrs of the police drove a peaceful 
bread demonstration to revolution. The | 
army, coming from exciting exhortations | 
before the Duma, was singing the Mar- | 
geillaise and bearing a transparency at 
red gloth and gold letters proclaiming | 
the Russian republic. The song had 
peen turned into a Russian hymn.

BERLIN REPORTS 781,500 TONS 
OF SHIPPING SUNK IN FEBRUARY 


BERLIN, March 16, by wireless to 
Sayville, March 18.— Merchant ships of 
an aggregate gross tonnage of 781,500 
were destroyed in February, the Ad- 
miralty announced today. The statement 
follows: 

In February 368 merchant ships of an 
aggregate gross tonnage of 781,500 were 
lost by the wa! measures of the central 
Powers. Among them were 292 hostile 
ships with an aggregate gross tonnage 
of 644,000 and 7 neutral ships of an ag- 
gregate gross tonnage of 137,500. Among 
the neutral ships 61 were sunk by sub- 
marines, which is 16.5 per cent of the 
total in February, as compared with 29 
per cent, the average of neutral losses 
in the last four months. 

It was said authoritatively in London 
March 3, that in February German sub- 
marines sent to the bottom 490,000 tons 
of shipping. Nw mention was made of 
bhips destroyed oy mines.

This newspaper said: There is prac- 
tically no branch of commerce into 


which American goods have not made 


their appearance in Australia, and thé 
persistent undercutting of British prices 
and the absence of alternative sources 
of supply have placed American goods 
in a premier position throughout the 
Commonwealth.“ 

Imports From . 8. Increase. 

Figures were given to show how im- 
ports from the United States have in- 
creased. In 1911 they amounted, rough- 
ly, to $45,000,000; from July, 1915, to June, 
1916, they reached the total of nearly 
$80,000,000. ‘In the same period, Austral- 
lan exports to the United States were 
only $60,000,000, leaving a substantial 
trade balance in favor of the United 
States, 

After pointing out that motor cars, 
tires, gramophones, pianos, silks, per- 
fumery, fancy goods and apparel have 
been flowing into Australia from the 
United States at an embarrassing 
rate,“ the article makes this prophecy: 

It can be definitely stated that Amer- 
ica will lose her grip on Australia imme- 
diately she has to face competition. The 
reason for this assertion is that Amer- 
ican manufacturers and export agents 
have, in some cases, failed to deliver 
goods equal to sample while in one sec- 
tion of trade at least the contract has 
not been observed. In the present state 
of American affluence, too, the ‘take-it- 
or-leave-it’ attitude may have been 
thoroughly successful, whereas it will be 
a serious difficulty for the American 
traveler to overcome when he calls in 
more peaceful times.“ 

Some of the chief American trade 
“conquests” are enumerated. Motor cars 
form the chief item. in dry goods 
(known in Australia as soft goods) it is 
declared that a moderate revolution“ 
bas been created. Lines looked upon as 
essentially British in character have 
been successfully put upon the market 
by American manufacturers. It is pre- 
dicted that in these lines Great Britain 
will be able, aftem the war, to regain 
her previous supremacy. 

In hardware, it ig stated, America has 
been to the fore for many years. This 
statement is easily verified by a casual 
inspection of the shop windows. It is 
gratifying to a former St. Louisan to 
see the “Made in St. Louis, U. & A.” 
label on stoves and tools of many kinds. 
However, the article under discussion 
“confidently expects that the machin- 
ery of Britain, now occupied in the man- 
ufacture of munitions, etc., when peace 
is d red will turn out tools, etc., 
in sufficient volume to challenge tho 
American control of this market.

Patrolman in Citizen’s Clothes 
Says He Bought Beer at 
West End Place. 


Detectives from police headquarters, 
assigned to carry out the new. eise 
Commissioner’s order for rigid enforce- 
ment of the law against liquor sales on 
Sundays, last night invaded the West 
End to ascertain whether cafes in the 
Delmar boulevard district were tilting 
the lid. 

John F. Burke, a probationary patrol- 
man, was sent, in citizen's attire, to 
Walsh's Cafe in the basement of the 
Delmar Building, northeast corner of 
King’s highway and Delmar bodlevard. 
— was accompanied by a young wom- 
arr. 

Burke ordered a Welsh rarebit. This 
was served and Burke, in a whisper, 
asked the waiter if he could get a bo*- 
tle of a certain brand of beer. The 
waiter replied that he could not serve 
that brand, but suggested that he could 
serve draft beer in Bevo bottles. 

Burke, in his report afterward, said 
that he first ordered a bottle of beer and 
a highball. The beer, in a Bevo bottle, 
was served to the young woman, he 
said, and the highball to him. Later 
he ordered three bottles of beer and 
a hichball and the young woman, after 
drinking one bottle, placed another in 
her muff. Burke paid the cheek with 
two marked $1 bills, got @ cents in 
change and left with his companion. 

Detective Sergt. John Roach, under 
whose direction Burke was working, 
reported that about seventy-five couples 
were in the cafe and that the cabaret 
was in full blast, although the singing 
and dancing was done only to the ac- 
companiment of a piano, instead of the 
usual orchestra. 

Roach also declared that he examined 
the back of the bar and found several 
hundred bottles of champagne on ice. A 
bottle of champagne, one of whisky, the 
bottle of beer which the young woman 
secreted in hea muff and the marked 
money, which, the detectives reported, 
was recovered from the cash register, 
are held as evidence for the Prosecuting 
Attorney. 

The detectives arrested Willlam S. 
Walsh, the proprietor, Albert Merk, bar- 
tender, and George Ringler, the waiter 
who served Burke and his companion. 

After the arrests, Roach went into the 
cafe and ordered all of the guests to 
leave, announcing: that the place had 
been closed.

It is wise to avoid war if possible, but when 

war comes, the only wise policy is to prosecute 
it with vigor. Success in war is the paramount 
object. It is necessary for us to decide upon a 
comprehensive military program which will in- 
sure the success of our aims and the safety of 
the nation. All of our resources and energies 
must be devoted to this end. 
* Fortunately, the country is unified. The great- 
est menace to energetic and efficient preparation 
and action was removed when the railroad man- 
agers conceded the principal demand of the 
railway brotherhoods and thus averted a strike. 
It was a patriotic and wise act on the part of 
the railroad managements in consideration of 
the critical war situation and in response to the 
solemn appeal of the Président for internal peace 
and co-operation. 

The eight-hour demand of the trainmen was 
right, but in view of the appeal to the courts and 
the creation of an investigating commission, the 
peremptory demand of the men with the menace 
of strike was unreasonable and unpatriotic. In 
yielding to avert danger to the nation the rail- 
road managers deserve commendation. 


The next step is thorough preparation for

ANISM? 
Speaking of the failure of the Republican City 


Convention to adopt a ringing plank declaring 
for the pro-American as against the pro-German 
view, Mayor Kiel says: 

Why should I always be going around pro- 
claiming my Americanism? I am an American 
and I am for America first, last and all the 

_ time. I don’t think it is mecessary to pro- 
claim it. 

This and his further statement suggesting that 
the man who protests his patriotism too much, 
like the man who is always protesting his hon- 
esty, may bring himself under suspicion, show 
that the Mayor misses the point. 

The shrinking Americanism which refuses to 
show its true colors in a time like this is not an 
Americanism to be admired. One of the very qua- 
lities by which a robust Americanism can be rec- 
ognized is its promptness in making itself known 
at times when Americanism counts. It fs never 
silent when to be silent creates tho presumption 
that it is deficient or totally lacking. 

One point is cleared up by the Mayor’s state- 
ment. The omission of the plank in the Repub- 
lican platform that caused pain to thousands of 
St. Louisans might be supposed by some to 
have been due to an unfortunate oversight. 
But that supposition must be abandoned in the 
light of Mr. Kiel’s explanation. It was due to 
a belief that Americanism ought to tread very 
softly when foreign enemies menace the country; 
that it ought not to “proclaim” itself in the face 
of an issue calling on Americans to stand up 
and be counted. ) 

The expression of public opinion in national 
crises is an essential function of Republicah Gov- 
ernment. In the aggregate it is the voice of the 
people and is a guide or support to their official 
representatives. If all the people had acted as 
the candidates of the Republican party have act- 
ed the President and the Congress would be in 
the dark as to public opinion. They would be 
without necessary moral support for - vigorous 
action. 

This expression of opinion has nothing to do 
with the loud boasting of individual American‘sm 
to which Mayor Kiel erroneously refers in his 
interview. It is an expression of Americanism 
and loyalty to the Government at a time when 
popular approval and support is necessary as an 
expression of national unity and energy, devoted 
to the safeguarding of national honor and sov- 
ereignty. It is the kind of expression and sup- 
port to which former Republican President Taft 
referred when in his Saturday night speech he 
urged his hearers “to stand back of the Presi-
